With a view of purchasing at a reduced price, 
the cocoa from the slaves ; and thus are the Ist. 
ter encouraged lo plunder, by an assurance of 
always finding purchasers, in these dishooesl 
traders. 
It it from this cause, wa venture to 


lay, that scarcely e cocoa estate pays its expeo- 
ces, end y«t tbe remedy to tbe evil seems to us 
very simple. 
It is roere'y to inflict a heavy fine 


on ell persons wbo shall buy, or shall be found 
with cocoa in their possession, without a eerli 
ficate from the owner of the estate, or his agent, 
of its having 
been duly sold by their authority. 
If such a decree were issued, and vigorously en 
forced by the officers of government, slaves 
would no longer plunder their masters, io as 
much as they would find oo purchasers of their 
pelf. 


Another caose of the depressed state of agri 


caliure is, aa we obterved before, tbe want of 
capital, and the impossibility of obtaining it ci 
tber on mortgage or otherwise, without some 
goeraotec to the lenders, from government. 
A 


measure bts been adopted in Mexico, by which 
individual! hate raised a large fund in England 
for the iroproiemcnt 
of their properliet, by 


mortgages on them, strengthened by the securi- 
ty ef government. If in imitation of tbis wise 
nod liberal policy, our government woeld eoa 
ble the owners of estates to borrow money oo 
mortgage in England or elsewhere, it would 
give ao impetus not merely to sgricultore, but 
"to the general interests ef tbe coantry, 
and 


would ensura the government itself a more cer- 
tain and enlarged revenue, in the improvement 
of our domestic industry, than it can ever de 
pend on from other resources: since our imports, 
and consequently our income thereon, mu.-t fi- 
ver be limited, io as much as our population is 
so ; but the produce of our soil it raited for un 
limited eonsomption, and the whole world 
is 
our purebaser and consumer.

told colonel Wilkt, tbe former governor of tbis 
island."

him not to form his opinion of the English na- 
tion' by a little colony, placed under' peculiar

law ;

it Wat not fear, but delicacy, which prevented 
Sir George Bingham from coming, and that as 
to the other officers, they meat obey the orders 
which they had received. 
Nipoleon replied, 


" If they were French officers, they would not 
be afraid of expressing their opinion as to the 
barbarity of the treatment pursued here: and a 
French «eneral, second in command, would, if 
be saw his country dishonoured in the menner 
yuan is, write a complaint of it himself to his 
government. 
At to myself, continued be, "J 


would never make e complaint, If I did not 
know. that were an inquiry demanded by the 
nation, »->cr ministers to.iuld say,' he has nevei 
complained, and therefore he ia conscious that 
be is wol! treated, aod that there are no grounds 


for it.' 
Otherwise, 1 should cooceive it degrad- 


ing to me to utter a word ; though I am to dis- 
gusted with tbe conduct of this sbirro (spy,) 
tbat I should with the greatett pleasure,recette 
tbc intiroaiion tbat ordert bad arrived to sboot 
me—l should tsteem is a blessing." 


Asked bis opinion ofthe emperor Alexander, 


" Cest un hommt txtrtmtmtntfaux ; un Grte 
dubas empire," (he is an hypocritical mao ; a 
Greek of the lower empire), replied Napoleon. 
He is the only one ef the three (Aiex-oder, 
Kraocia, and ibe king of Prussia,) wbo baa any 
talent. 
He is plausible, a great dissimulator, 


very ambitious, and a man wbo studies to make 
himself popular. Il is his foible to believe him 
telf skilled in tbe crt of war, end he likes no- 
thing so well as to be complimented upon it. 
though every thing that originated wilh himself 
relative lo military operations, was ill judged 
and absurd. 
At Tilsit, Alexander and tbe kiog 


of Prussia used frequently to occupy themselves 
io contriving dresses for dragoons; debating 
upon what button thecrossea of the orders ought 
lo be boog, and such other fooleries. 
Tbey 


fancied themselves on an equality witb the beat 
generals io Europe, because they knew 
how 


many rows of buttons there were upon a dra- 
goon's jacket. 1 could scarcelykeep from laugh 
ing sometimes, when I heard them tilscuseiog 
these coglionerte (triüles) wub as mush gravity 
and earnestness as iOhey were planning an im- 
pending action between two hundred tbousaod 
men. 
Howeter, I encouraged them in ibeir at- 


guments, as I taw it wat their weak point.

ride out every day together. 
Tbeking of Prut 


tia was tin Acte, et nous tellement ennuye, (ao 
idiot, and wearied us so) that Alexander aod 
myself frequently gellopped awey in order 
to 


get rid of him. 


" Nothing," continued he, bat been more 


limple than roy elevation.

sult of intrigue or crime. It wes owing to pe- 
culiar circumstances of tbe limes, aod becaose

What it most extraordinary, aod 1 


believe unparalleled in history, it, that 1rose 
from being a private person io tbe astopishiog 
height of power I postetsed, without having 
committed a single crime to obta,iq it

were on my deaih-het! J would make the same 
declaration. 


" During the war witL you," said be, all the 


intelligence 
1 received from 
England came 


through the smugglers. 
Tbey are terrible peo 


pie, aod have courage aod ability to do any 
ihing for 
money. 
Tbey had at first a part «I 


Ouokerque allotted to tbem, to winch tbey wete 
restricted ; but as tbey latterly went out of Ibair 
limits, committedrioia, and insulted every body, 
1ordered Graveliuea to be prepared for their re- 
ception, where they had a Utile camp for then 
accommodation, beyond which tbey were not 
permitted io go. 
At one time there were up 


wards of five hundred of ibeiti io tJsliikerque —

France is no» noth- 


ing, 
Betides to lell ibe truth, it would ba only 
a just demand, aod none of ihe allied powara 
eou d deny your right 
to exact it ; for it waa 
through you alone, and the energy which yon 
displayed, tbat boib Spain and Portugal did not 
fall. 
You might have asked,' who saved Porta- 
ge! ? wbo only assisted you with men and mo- 
ney, besides having saved your existence a» a 
nation ? 
In this way you would have had yon» 
manufacturers thriving; your sailors employed 
to your own ships instead of starting, 0r being 
fotced to seek a livelihood witb foreign power* 
your earatlle would hate been contended and 
bappy, instead ol being obliged lo bate reoourtej 
to subscriptions lo keep them from starvation, 
As it now is,France will soon bate tbe trade of 
tbe Brazila; as you bave ia your owo colonien 
more cotton ana soger than you want, and con- 
sequently will nul lake the productions of tbo 
Brazilsin exchangefor your merchandise. Now 
tbe Freacb will; as Martinique, cannot supply 
a quantity sufficient for the consumption of 
Frarce. 
They will exchange tbair manufactur- 
ed goods, silks, furniture, wines, 4.c. againstthe 
colonial ptoduoe, and soon have the whole trade 
of Ihe Brazil».
